The minister “gocs upstairs™ as the fingers
of the right band, held palm downward, are
interlnced with the fingers of the left hand
held palm upward; then & rapid twist brings
the two hands to the reverse of the “meet-
ing house'” position, and the thumb of the
left hand, free from the entanglement of the
others, bows, as “the minlster saying his
prayers,’” -
